TAXATION AND PROSPERITY. 


The advocates of high taxation as a 
breeder of prosperity take great pleasure 
in calculating the burden on the individ- 
ual of importduties. In 1892, forinstance, 
the total tax collected at the custom- 
house on certain necessaries of life was, 
according to one of these statisticians, 
$83,901,208. A reference to the primary 
arithmetic discloses the fact that a family 
of five persons would pay of this only 7 in 
the course of the year, which is thought to 
bea very smallsum. This the statistician 
sets down as the total burden of the indi- 
rect tax on the articles mentioned in his 
table. 

But what of thetax collected as the 
profit of monopoly by the domestic pro- 
ducer? What of the monopoly prices 


home manufacturer to charge for his 
goods? The customs taxes on cotton 
goods in 1892 were only $6,000,000; a com- 
paratively small sum and very insignificant 
when distributed among 70,000,000 people. 
But behind these public taxes lurk the 
monopoly prices eharged by the favored 
few, and these are worth millions, which 
come out of the pockets of the consumers 
without any equivalent.

A GOOD MAN STAGGERRED. 

Manager Palmore of the St. Louis 
Christian Advocate wants to put a text 
book on the physiological effects of alco- 
holand tobacco in the hands of the great 
number of young white women who dip 
snuff in North Carolina. 

fndeed, Manager Palmore appears to be 
alarmed and shocked at the evil progress 
of the tobacco habit in this world. On 
entering the room where the Virginia 
Methodist Conference was being held he 
was ‘‘staggered with smoke and astonish- 
ment“ to find large groups of men dese- 
crating their bodies, their high calling 
and the house of God by puffing and poi- 
soning the air witha cloud so dense that 
one might almost lean against it. There 
seems to be no difference, in the matter of 
tobacco smoke, between a convention of 
patriots at Uhrig’s Cave in St. Louis and 
an assembly of men of God on the Atlantic 
Coast. He was not surprised, on the day 
after his visit to the conference, to hear 
that one of the aged ministers had fallen 
suddenly dead from ‘‘heart failure.’’ 

Mr. Palmore makes one very notable 
disclosure. In the North Carolina manu- 
factory where the most popular brand of 
smoking tobacco is made a large quantity 
of the ground tobacco is spread oer a 
broad surface. Over this, ground tonqua 
beans are spread. A copioys stream of 
unmitigated New England rum is allowed 
to flow over this mass. After being thus 
moistened the tobacco is packed into solid 
bales to go out, as Mr. Palmore says, 
into the mouths and membranes gf. the 
multitudes, decoying them like med 
birds, unawares, from rum in fumes to 
rum in liquids.’’ 

There really seems to be no way of 
stemming this tobacco tide. BDver since its 
introduction into civilization tobacco has 
been thundered against by medical men, 
and ite evile are really well known. Its 
use is almost universal, The tobacco habit 
isa habit of. childhood as well as of age.

Going in debt $200,000,000 be- 
cause a deficit of $90,000,000 is apprehended 
for a single year is not good business 
policy. . 

Nor is it wise to place authority in the 
hands of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
foist upon us such an amount of interest- 
bearing debtto meet currency emergen- 
cies. While the currency system isina 
chaotic condition full of terrifying 
possibilities, it is generally understood 
that the present Democratic Administra- 
tion and Congress are pledged to under- 
take its reform and place it beyond the 
need of artificial and costly sup- 
ports. A bond issue to serve a tempo- 
rary purpose may be an incident of this 
expected reconstruction of the currency, 
but only the most pressing necessity will 
justify it as a mere expedient to bolster up 
what ought to be immediately made self- 
supporting. 

The whole country will view with dis- 
may an increase of the debt in time of 
peace whether it is absolutely necessary 
ornot. The people will not clasely con- 
sider the merits of the question and will 
resent any act which adds to the burdens 
they are now trying to shake off. 

As a Democratic party measure it is not 
enough to say that the Republicans got the 
country into the hole“ and made a debt 
necessary. The Democrats are charged 
with the duty of getting the country out 
and they will be held to a strict account as 
to the means they employ to attain this 
result. 

Ifa new gold loan is necessary now to 
maintain the parity of our currency, and 
Europe can withdraw gold from our 
Treasury at the rate of 6100, 000, 000 a year, 
it will not take long to make our bonded 
debt again as huge as it was before we 
began to pay it off.

Newspapers and books are records of 
facts or of what are always back of facts— 
thoughts, ideas, all the manifestations of 
character in human nature and in all other 
nature, animate and inanimate. Hence 
to those who are capable of understanding 
such a record, as much character, as much 
insight, as much judgment is to be gained 
from books and newspapers as from any 
other source—if, indeed, it is not true that 
more is to be gained thus than from all 
other sources combined. 

The man who stands in front of a case 
of well-seleeted books has imprisoned and 
waiting his pleasure the very best part of 
the minds and souls of the strongest and 
most intellectual men of the world. And 
when he takes up a daily paper he has in- 
numerable suggestions of the thoughts and 
actions of the world of his contemporaries. 
If this does not help to form his judgment, 
to give him character and insight, it is be- 
cause he ig a stotand 4 dullard incapable 
of learning except as experience forces him 
to learn in the school that is kept for fools. 

A great deal of nature and of human na- 
ture can be learned without books, but if 
Charlemagne lived in the nineteenth cen- 
tury he would have to learn to read or he 
could not hope to get elected constable.

Take the case of Andrew Carnegie, who 
has just announced a 40 per cent cut in 
wages and is about to close his works fora 
time. Mr. Carnegie’s regard for the work 
ingmen is pretty well known. He pretends 
that the cat in wages is due tothe Wilson 
bill. But what is the fact? It is not three 
weeks,’’ says the Philadelphia Times, since 
steel billets from his Braddock mills claimed 
the attention of London buyers at 75 cents a 
ton less than prevalling English prices. This 
isthe same product selling at Liverpool at 
$17.60, which American buyers, right on the 
ground at Braddock and Pittsburg, cannot 
touen at less than a3. 

It is plain that Mr. Carnegie is not forced to 
close his works or to reduce wages by the 
Wilson bill. The steel combine may believe 
that its profits will be increased by suspend- 
ing work for a time, but assigning the Wilson 
Dill as a reason isa false pretense. The re- 
duction of wages to take effect at some in- 
Gefinite time in the future is simply a play to 
the gallery for the purpose of influencing 
public sentiment. No doubt Mr. Carnegie 
will reduce wages whenever he can; he has 
done it under high tariffs, and he will do it 
underalowone.

WINTER WHEAT CROP. 


Reports of Grain Men and Millersin Mis- 
souri and Other States. 


TOLEpO., O., Dec. 28.—During the past four 
gays C. A. King & Co. have received replies 
from 8,884 grain men and millers in Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinols, Michigan, Kansas and Als- 
souri, which raise two-thirds of the entire 
winter wheat crop. Each State reports a 
smaller acreage than last year. Michigan 
has nearly one-fourth less, Missouri one- 
fifth, these showing the greatest decrease. 


The crop goes into winterin good con- 
dition. Some sections say it wasa little dry 
for the late sown. Six hundred and thirty- 
five report the prospect excellent; 1,239 good; 
1,014 fair; poor, and only 75 say It lias a 
very poor start. 

The reports show that about three-eighths 
of the 1sv3 wheat crop, which was a short 
one, still remain in ftarmers’, dealers’ and 
interior millers’ hands in the six States. 

Half of the reports say that the reserves 
are about the same as a year ago. Ohio bas 
a trie more, Indiana and Michigan fully as 
much, lllinols a trifie less, while Kansas and 
Missouri have somewhat less. Kansas and 
Missouri have only enough to supply their 
local mills until next harvest. Mic au and 
inole will grind most of their surplus, but 
Ohio and Indiana have a fair surplus for 
shipment. 

Less than a quarter of the cloverseed crop 
remains unmarketed. Most of the sections 
which report fair Stock say it will be needed 
at home. The reports say the crop has 
turned out a trifle better than was expected, 
especially in Ohio, which had the largest 
crop.
